1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e), was filed in this application after allowance or after an Office 
action under Ex Parte Quayle, 25 USPQ 74, 453 O.G. 213 (Comm'r Pat. 1935). Since 
this application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee 
set forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) has been timely paid, prosecution in this application has 
been reopened pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114.

2. Claims 1-20 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The IDS filed 
on 2/21/13 and the prior arts fails to teach a liquid crystal display (LCD) panel having a 
variable white balance, comprising: an LCD screen; a first light source having a first 
color spectrum; a second light source having a second color spectrum; an optical path 
directing said first light source and said second light source onto said LCD 
screen; a control circuit for adjusting the relative intensity of said first and 
second light source wherein said first light source and said second light source 
are mixed in the optical path thereby creating a white balanced spectrum; a 
sensor for detecting the ambient light color spectrum; and a feedback control 
circuit connected to the control circuit wherein the feedback control circuit 
adjusts the relative light intensity of the first and second light sources to 
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compensate for changes in ambient light color spectrum changes as claimed in 
Claim 1.
